'he enforecd vachtion took place yos-
tevday, when the clerks weore notifed
that there would e no work for them
until further notice, While the notice
wis depressing, 1t was not a surprise,
What work remadned after the strike
wig declnred was eleared away on Sal-
urday. As no traing are moving on the
voud, no conl belpg transported, all the
colllerlvs, washeries, ete, being closed,
theré |s nothing to engage the clerks,
Hence their suspension.

The counl ingpectors of the company
are Included In the ordey, g there 18
no effort helng mode to operinte even
the geveral washeries which the On-
turlo and Western controis  between
here and Boranton,

It might be =0ld that only o haodful
of men are at work on this division of
the Ontario nnd Western,  As the road
1 proctlcally tled ap, few cars moving
and englnes helng Haed up in the yard,
thie shop hands at Mayileld yard have
been lald off.  In all, elerks, shop handas
amld tralnmen, there are over 200 men
out of work on the_Ontario and Woest-
Prn.

The YTrie hus lidd off its office help,
Thig ovder, however, does not affect so
muny as the Ontario and Western,

The Delaware and Tludson has oot
Issued o suspension order, hut it is
looked for almoest any day this week,
The clerks are now getting thelr work
up Lo dadle, which will take only i few
days, Alter thig, there will be nothing
to do, save for some of the clerks in
the freight office, and the company will
be certidn not to corry any unemployed
help on its pay rolls. Duving the lust
conl strike, the Delaware and Hudson
clerks were not suspended, bot those

The work In the repale shiopg of the
Deloware and Hudson I8 necessarily
slickening, with the consequence thie
an order has been Issuced laying the
criployes ol for the last three doys of
this weelk. It is not known whether the
suspension will he muade inderinite,

The enforeed idleness of the several
hundred men In Carbondale, and the
feuy thot it may continue tor i long
poerlod, has stivved them to geek enme-
ployment in other tlelds beyond the In-
fluence of the anthracite steike, Since,
and even before, the strike numerous
Young men began casting ahout for ap-
polntments that would provide for (hem
in the event of the Might or & strikke in
this region, Some have been suceess.
ful, and If the prospects of a prolonged
lock-out grow, there la likely to he a
Hvely exodus of young Carbondule men,
appreciably  greater  thun  after the
abandonment of the gravity road of
the Delaware and Hudson.

WANTS AN OPINION
ABOUT WATER BONDS

Common Council After Protracted
Discussion Postpones Passing Or-
dinance for Repenl of Municipal
Whater Plant Bonds Untll City
Solicitor Gives His Opinion—Both
Counclls Meet. s

The munlelpal water question [n Car-
bandale blds raly td lead to interminable
digcussion, There was another phase ot
the project ventilated In comimon coun-
¢ll last night untll some of the mems-
bers spoke twice or more durlng the
close debale,

The protracted discussion was pro-
voked by the reporting of the ordinunce
repenling the bond [ssue of $143,000,
which Mr. Stone Introduced at the last
meeting of Common councll, Some
members of gouncil want the bonds re-
pealed In order that money may be
procured for the liguidation of even
some of the ¢ity’'s expenscs, which are
plling up lke a hay stack In the midst
of u Hleld of hay makers In harvest
time,  Other councilmen  belleve that
the bonds ghould be left undlsturbed
until the injunetion sult be fully dls-
poged of by the lower court, The
councll for the city shares in thig view,
thit the bonds should be untouched
until the supreme court elther afirms
or over roles Judge Halgey's opinlon.

The opinfons were plainly expressed
tast night and in making a fight for
postponing aetion those who were op-
posed o disposing of the matler now,
fonght for o postponment until the city
=olfcitor's written opinlon as to Lhe
regulurity of elther course be obtained.
This side led by Mr., Neialon was suc=
ceasful, Actlon was postponed untll
Uity Solivitor Stuart could present a
wrltten opinlon. ‘I'his resolution of
course Is subject to the actlon of select
councll

In the dlscussion Messrs,
Whitfield and Hobbs  opposed Im-
medinte action, while Messrs., Stone,
Thompson, Masters and Salem argued
in fuvor df repeiding the bonds in order
to relleve the eity's finances, Subse-
quently Mr, Halem Inclined to the other
shde and it wag his gnotlon ta postpone
